IRS seeking $500 million for computers 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Ihceroal Revenue Service is seek- 
ing S500 million to modernize its 
troubled computer systems as it 
tries to recover from a widely criti- 
dzed push to update its computers. 

Deputy Treasury Secretary 
Lawrence Summers, who's over- 

seeing- the-IRS-modemrza tion-ond — 

reforms, hinted that the agency’s 
computer woes may not be over. 

“It would not surprise me if 
more problems come to light than 
have surfaced to date,” Summers 
said, who spoke to reporters at a 
briefing on the IRS budget. He 
declined to elaborate on what 
problems may arise. 

So hir, the IRS has canceled $1 
billion in contracts covering 26 
programs from the earlier mod- 
ernization effort. The General 
Accounting Office and congres- 
sional Republicans have criti- 
cized the agency for mismanag- 


ing the modernization plan and 
for failing to properly design a 
system that allows various data- 
bases to talk with each other. 

The IRS is seeking to replace 
aging and deteriorating computer 
systems that manually capture • 
some of the data from paper tax 
-returns.-It-plans-to'-conduci-a— 
study on whether to hire private 
companies to capture the tax 
form data using computer imag- 
ing technology. 


So far, the IRS computer mod- 
ernization program has cost $4 bil- 
lion, but Summers said not all of 
that has been virasted.

elderly. Others will probably be laid off, 
although Grccnawald declined to say 
how many. 

State government policy on the care . 
and education of^vcrely disabled 
youngsters has promi^tcd moving those 
childron from large cci^crs into group 
homes, which arc often built in small 
communities. 

School districts such as Vallivuc enter 
the picture bccausA sdiools arc required 
by federal law to help care for and edu- 
cate disabled children living in their 
jurisdictipn. 

About 20 disabled children lived in 
the Gooding care center, so the Gooding 
School District had an extensive pro- 
gram to meet their needs. 

Most Magic Valley school districts 
have at least some experience with 
groups of special needs children and got 
only three or four of the students from . 
the Gooding Center. So why did 
Vallivue - which-has never served a 
group of students with such severe dis- 
abilities- get so many? 

“They are like a family," said Duke 
Morton, director of the Department of 
Health and Welfare’s Twin Falls rc^on-

Several past and present stars 
admire the work ethic and skill 
that have made the “Worm” the 


league’s top rcboundcr six years • 
running. Most, however, wish 
he’d act more responsibly. 

“What’s so sad about the situa- 
tion is that he knows what he’s 
doing,” Houston's Hakceni 
.Olajuwoh said. “He needs to be 
ignored, but the media can’t get 
enough of him. That shows the 
direction wc ore going. 

“This is what young children 
sec. They think that's cool. He’s 
influencing kids. He's corrupting 
sodety, and we’re giving him the 
' opporruniiy to do it. He's getting 
the endorsements.: He’s capitaliz- 
ing on it. It’s disgusting.” 

When Rodman isn’t head-

But there is so much more 
joy in retelling the experiences during 
World War II while dad was stationed at 
Pearl Harbor and mom was stationed at 
'home with five children under 7 years' 
of age (we still can't decide which of 
them faced the more hazardous duty). 

Examine your own family history. 
You'll find similar memories anchored 
in troubled waters. It says a lot about 
the resiliency of the human spirit that 
■so many of our most treasured recollec- 
tions are inspired by adversity. Perhaps 
that’s because character Is shaped more 
by the things that go wrong than it is by 
^e things that go right, and the way we 
confront life’s, challenges will, to a great 
degree, determine our success in life. 
We remember how we deal with diffi- 
culty because it has so much to do with 
who we are and what we eventually 
become. ' 

Which is not to say we should go out 
looking for hard times. Believe me - they 
will find us. But maybe we shouldn't fear- 
them so much. When adversity comes - 
as it inevitably will - think of it as a 
memory waiting to happen. Such think- 
ing may not make the crisis easier to 
han^e.

Small-town evangelicals move to Orthodoxy

ARLINGTON. Wash. — The piano’s 
gone. That’s OK, because the choir 
doesn’t sing songs of praise -and 
Protestant hymns anymore, just liturgi- 
cal chants, a cappcUa, in a minor key. 

Pastor Dave answers the phone as. 
Father David now. He wears white 
priestly robes. Trailing sweet-faced 
acolyte.s, he starts the worship service 
.by swinging a smoking censer in all 
directions, jangling the chain and fan- 
-nlng-the-imellofinc'ense-through-the- 
sunlit sanctuary. 

Church members who used to scorn 
such rituals as “sort of CathoIic-Iikc” 
now bow and cross themselves before an . 
"oltorhung with gilded and haloed like- 
nesses of Christ, Mother Mary and the 
Apostles. They kiss icons and light can- 
dles. They foUow the service, not from 
pew, Bibles, but from “The Divine 
Liciirgy of Saint John Chrysostom.” 
They pray for Mary and all the saints' 
and martyrs, and Sweet Jesus isn’t even - 
mentioned. 

This weekend, after six months of cat- 
echism studies, David Hovik and 104 
members of Grace Community Church 
will conven to Eastern Orthodoxy in a 
ceremony piVsided ovcr.by Bishop 
Joseph of Los Ajigelcs. 

The sign out front is being repainted 
so passers-by in this small dairy-farming 
“community,’ an hour nonh of Seattle,’ 
will know'this is now St. Andrew 
Antiochian Orthodox Church. 

Is this bizarre or what, this shift from 
an independent, conservative, evangeli- 
cal, Bible-based, jesus-as-your-friend 
faith to one laden with ancient Eastern 


tradition and early Christian mystery? 

Yes, Hovik and his members admit. 
And no. 

There are born-again churches every- 
where these days — Baptists turn 
Presbyterian, Lutheran and Episcopal 
churches become charismatic, 

. Pcniccostals join Episcopalians. One of ■ 
the biggest movements is totvard nonde- 
nominational churches like Grace 
Community — one expert says 1,000, arc 
started every. year — whose property 
and theology ore theirs alone. 

— But there's also a smaller trend in tho- 
othcr direction, which Grace 
Community is part of — evangelicals 
and charismatics who decide they’ve 
had enough of the create-your-own-style 
worship and join the very structured 
Orthodox faith. 

It’s been happening quietly for the 
past decade. In 1987, some 2,000 evan- 
gelicals across the country — loosely 
united because their pastors had 
worked together two decades before in 
_Campus.Cfusade-for-ChrisL=^.converu_ 


cd. 


Just last summer, Vineyard Christian 
Fellowship of San Jose, Calif., bccame- 
St. Stephen Orthodox Church, dropping 
the charismatic trappings — Tkc rock 
music, public prophesying and speaking 
in tongues — that had l^n part of .its 
fundamentalist belief in favor of 
Orthodoxy’s traditional liturgy. Old 
“World xhanting and kissing of icons of 
the Vii^n Mary. 

Grace Community members say they 
were — and are — certainly conserva- 
tive, but “please don’t call us fundamen- 
talists." 

What their pastor calls “our journey” 


began with liis own misgivings about 
modem Christianity and a quixotic need 
to do church the way the first Christians 
did it. 

"All I knew when I planted that 
church was I was looking to plant a 
church that was more rooted in the his- 
toric church,” be says. "But I. had no 
idea what, that meant.” 

Hovik taught a higli-school class in 
church history at Arlington Christian 
School. Through his studies, he says, he 
came to appreciate that the church of 
— thc-ApasUes-was.the-s>’nagogue-of-the— 
Jcws — full of liturgy, ritual and ancient 
tradition. 

So he began adding things to their 
barc boncs service, little ones at first, 
and then more debatable ones. They 
began saying the Lord’s Prayer and the 
Nicenu Creed. He shoved the pulpit off 
to the side, to make the altar the focal 
point of worship. Pretty soon they were 
celebrating communion more than once 
"a month, even though some grumbled, 
_:Hf.\vc.do-iLihat.often,.it.won-’t-be spe-.- 
cial anymore.” 

"At every point of the way, there were 
people who said, 'Too much, too much. 
Can't take that, can't do that. Not can- 
dles!’” Hovik says. "I call it Rome-a-pho- 
bla.” 

They began to try different denomina- 
tions on for size. They’d adopt the 
Baptist faith at one time, then move on 
to Lutheran, Episcopalian or 
Presbyterian dogma. If the faith fit, 
sometimes the politics didn’t — more -

Bemardin’s book recalls trials, fears of his life

CHICAGO — In Cardinal Joseph 
Bemardin's final hours of conscious- 
ness, a dose friend showed him the gal- 
ley proofs of his memoirs, completed 
less than nvo weeks earlier. 

“The two of us were sitting on the 
edge of his Iwd,” Monsignor Kenneth 
Vclo recalled. “I said, 'Cardinal, the 
book has been typed. It’s ready for the 
printer.’ And I ... fanned it in front of 
him. He looked at it and nodded with 
great delight” 

As the hours passed and the cardinal 
' became comatose, his loved ones kept 
vi^ around his b<^. Several glanced at 
the galley proofs of “The Gift of Peace, 
Personal Reflections.” 

The 68-ycar-oId cardinal's written 
words rcCtdling the final years of his life 
comforted the bereaved as thcy-walkcd 
out of his home early Nov. 14, 1996, with ’ 
his casket. For dealing with life’s bur- 
dens, including death, is the book’s 
focus. . 

The 158-pagc book, released last 
month,. alrcady-has almost sold outits... 
first printing of 50,000. 

Inside the book in a handwritten let- 
ter dated Nov. 1, 1996, Bcrhardin says 
his book is “a reflection on my life and

Free Bibles in public school provoke legal battle —CHURCH NEWS- 


The Aasodatad Prets 

A stac^ of Bibles on a tabic in a 
West Virginia school is ground 
zero in the latest legal battle over 
separation pf^churcli and state. 

TheyVo making a federal ca.se 
over the Bibles, which, were 
donated by businesses to be pro- 
vided free to schoolchildren in 
Buckhannon, W.Va. Opponents 
say it could go all the way to the 
U.S. Supreme Court. 

The Bible giveaway is the tvork 
of the Rev. J. Edtvard McDaniels, 
who remembers that when he 
was in. the fifth grade the 
Gideons came into his classroom 
handipg out Bibles to anyone 
who.tvamcdone. 

Between McDaniels’ childhood 
— and-adult})ood,-f«deraL coum-in 
bdiana and New Jersey ruled it 
is unconstitutional to distribute 
Bibles, in public schools. The rul- 
ings arc not binding in every 
state, but many school districts 
abide by them. 

”1 object to the fact that the 
Gideons arc not allowed to do 
tliatl'but that’s tliat’s big- 

ger than me,” McDaniels says. 

So McDaniels, pastor of 


Christian Fellowship Church in 
. . Buckhdnnon.and a hcalth.tmd . 
physical education teacher at 
Buckhannon-Upshur High 
School, recruited businesses to 
donate the books, then asked the 
Upshur County school board for 
permission to set up an unstaffed 
cable providing free religious 
. material. Students would be free 
to scop or pass on by. 

McDaniels saw it as a logical 
compromise. In December 1994, 

- the school board agreed. 

But Jeannic O'Halloran of 
Buckhannon was among those 
who objeaed. 

"I was appalled. It just didn’t 
feel right," she says. “I don't 
think Biblgs need to be dtsrrib- • 
uicd in school.”

She and others turned to the 
American Civil Liberties Union 
' chapter in West Virginia, and 
plaintiffs were recruited for a 
lawsuit to stop die giveaway. 

U.S. District Judge Irene 
Kccley in- Clarksburg, W.Va., 
ruled last September that Bibles 
could be given out on school 


property provided they were not 
forced on students. School. of£u_ 
dals'had to post a disclaimer say- 
ing they didn't endorse the prac- 
tice of religion. 

It was the first time a federal 
court had upheld the distribution 
of Bibles in a public school dur- 
ing school hours. 

‘ Last fall, children in 12 schools 
took home about 1,800 Bibles. 

The giveaway touc(icd off a 
.legal battle that has been fought 
in other courtrooms around the 
country. This time it could reach- 
thc U.S. Supreme Court. 

"It definitely has the poten- ' 
tial," says Steve Green, legal 
director for Americans United 
for the Soparacion of Church and— 
State in Washington, D.C., a.
